Even very heathen people have ſeene thus 
much,thoughthey had the light onely, God knowes, 
of blinde nature: and therefore amongſt theantient 
Romans the goddeſle , ir ſeemes, hadno Temple al- 
lowed her within the City , but abroad clſewhere 
withoutthe Wals, in ſome extreme parts of the Sub- 
urbs ; intimating unto us hereby, how that idlenefſe 
1s a vice nottolerable inany Starte,as being indeed the 
undoubted mother of all ungodlineſle and (inne. But 
what now ? will God ſuffer , doeyou thinke, upon an 
holy-day,whatis not to be endured, we may be ſure, 
upon any day 2 or is-itan idle reft , doe you thinke, 
that heealwayesrequireth at our hands, when upon 
ſuch daies as theſe are he interdiceth labow? wherein 
then, I wonder, would this ourreſt differ even from- 
the very reſt of our jumenta? from our oxe his reſt

- we will keep the holy-day aright ) both theſe works 
alſo let us doe on ours now : becauſe S. Paul his will 

is that wee ſhould keepe an holy-day,let us ſlay our 
p beaſts therefore now for ſacrifice; becauſe Saint Pal

God will none of them 
now. Indeedatime once there was, I muſtconfeſle, 
when God required ſuch beaſts (not forthathe him-
